A tremendous 
ovation 
was 


given him. Chairman Robins intro- 
duced Senator Borah and the con- 
vention roared itself 
hoarse when 


the senator said he had not come of- 
ficially. 


"I will say to you frankly," were 


his first words, "I come over here to 
get an inspiartion." 


At once a wave swept over the 


hall, started no one knew how, sug- 
gesting that stronger 
events - than 


harmony, with Borah as the man to 


. unite the parties, might happen. This 


thought grew as the senator in his 
speech introduced the magic name 
"Roosevelt," as 
the 
Progressive's 


great leader. 


"We 
want 
Teddy," resounded 


through the hall and the galleries 
with more vim than at any time since 
the convention assembled. 
It was 


not "canned" enthusiasm, or if it 
was, the can had burst from internal 
compression. 
Senator Borah waited 


quietly and finally Chairman Robins 
urged quiet. 


"It is well known—the deep seat- 


ed affection I have for your leader," 
he said, and was halted by another 
salvo of enthusiasm, tlie whole con- 
vention in a mighty chant, shouting, 
"we want Teddy," for a full minute, 
while Borah smilingly waited. The 
shouting lulled and then was renew- 
ed, leaders on the stage joining. 


"There's no doubt you want Ted- 


» dy," said Senator Borah. 


"We want Borah, too," answered 


the delegates, and the senator pro- 
ceeded, swinging into the stride of 
his speech which he promised would 
be brief. 


He put a quietus on the circulation 


of his name, as a possible "Mooser" 
by reminding the Progressive conven- 
tion that he was present as a mem- 
ber of a committee 
from "another, 


convention." 


"There is not a doubt but that you 


want Teddy and that millions of cit- 
izens throughout the country also 
want Teddy," he began. 


"You are fortunate in having a 


leader," he continued, "who has done 
more than any other man to 
make 


the issues of this campaign." 


"He is a maker of questions in- 


volved in this international crisis." 


The convention responded enthus- 


iastically to the praise of the colonel. 


"But let us bear in mind," he urg- 


ed, "what these two conventions do 
here will perhaps decide iiie welfare 
of the United States for 
the

quarter of a century. 
We can only 


insure ourselves by working together 
in close co-operation. I do not dis- 
courage your loyalty and enthusiasm 
to your leader, but I must say it is 
essential that before we leave this 
great city it should be definitely de- 
termined that we will march and 
fight together in this great conflict." 


"But if the two conventions agree 


upon your great leader you will find 
no .more enthusiastic supporter than 
myself." 
Borah concluded 
amid 
applause 


and1 shouts of "Roosevelt and Bor- 
ah." 


As Borah shook hands with 
the 


leaders on the stage and left, the 
floor hummed with excited discussion 
of the dramatic development. 


Leaders conferred on the course to 


be followed by the convention and 
decided to be regulated by the action 
of the Republicans. Frequent bulle- 
tins were telephoned to the Audito- 
rium stage by a Progressive repre- 
sentative at -the Coliseum so that the 
Progressive

were 


abreast of the action of the Republi- 
cans.

Germans Push Line For- 


ward Near Thiaumont 
Farm But French Hold 
the Commanding Position 
Which Prevents Germans 
Taking Advantage of the 
Costly Gain. 


Persistent hammering by the Ger- 


mans on the defenses 
of 
Verdun, 


northeast of the fortress has won an- 
other success, gaining them ground 
near the Thiaumont farm, about a 
mile southwest of Fort Douaumont. 


This advance was scored during a 


general attack along the entire front 
on the east bank of the Meuse, which, 
according to this afternoon's bulle- 
tin from Paris was repulsed in all 
other sectors with heavy losses to the 
crown prince's troops. 


The French are still holding what 


is known as the Douaumont- Thiau- 
mont line and French military opin- 
ion is that they will not be obliged 
to fall back to the 
inner 
defenses 


about two miles southwest of Fort 
Vaux, as the guns of Souville 
are 


still able to sweep the crests running 
from Vaux to Douaumont. 


Latest reports from the eastern 


front show the Russians to be con- 
tinuing successfully their great of- 
fensive on a front of 250 miles or 
more from the Pripet to the Ru- 
manian border. 
They have already 


made a breach said to be 100 miles 
wide in the Austrian lines and cap- 
tured more than 50,000 prisoners.

If the Republicans are not lying 


they should get in behind President 
Wilson and make his election unani- 
mous. 
They sat that the great Is- 


sue of the present moment is pre- 
paredness. Mr. Wilson Is the foremost 
exponent of preparedness. 


Last December he thrilled the na- 


tion by pointing out the imperative 
necessity of putting the country into 
a posfflte of defense. He explained 
that not an hour should be lost in 
beginning the work and pushing it 
until the safety of the country was 
assured. 
As some of the Congress- 


men from the West and South were 
Apathetic he resorted to the very ex- 
ceptional step of going to several 
points in the Middle West and speak- 
ing with great earnestness and force 
and effectiveness in support of his 
declaration that the country should 
increase its armaments to meet pres- 
ent conditions. 
He did not extend

The admirable plan for increasing 


the army which Secretary Garrison 
urged met with very serious oppo- 
sition in Congress. 
There was a 


willingness in Congress to do some- 
thing, but not the particular thing 
that the Secretary believed to be the 
best. The President was so anxious 
to get something done that he was 
willing to agree to the plan favored 
in Congress rather than have time 
lost by "a-deadlock between Congress 
and the administration. 


So long as Mexican troubles were 


internal we had no right to interfere 
between the factions, aiding one at 
the expense of another.

armed Mexicans rode across the bor- 
der and attacked an American town 
the President gave the army a free 
hand, and presently a force of 12.-

It is commonly amid that Hughes

that the allies would do well to con- 
sider whether the advantage gained 
by riffling of mails is worth the loss 
of the friendship and sympathy of 
the United States.

that Great Britain is the

of- 


fender. 
The 
impudence 
and 
arrogance 


with which Great 
Britain 
compels 


neutral 
vessels 
to 
enter 
British 


waters, and then, under pretense of 
having acquired jurisdiction 
over 


them, violates the mails, is one of 
the mysteries of the war. It is so 
flagrantly 
unlawful, so outrageous 


in violation of private 
and 
public 


rights, that the offender cannot fail 
to know that retaliation will follow 
in soma form or other. If an Amer- 
ican administration should be so un- 
neutral or so timid as to fail to call 
the offender to account, another ad- 
ministration would more than make 
up for the delinquency. 


The extent of British violations of 


American commercial rights is now

vision of outbound 
American com- 


merce, whereby 
only 
commodities 


acceptable to Great Britain may be 
exported: the interception of trade 
correspondence and the delivery of 
this information to British traders, 
who are thus enabled 
to supplant 


American traders: and the prohibi- 
tion of export of Red Cross supplies 
for the sick and wounded soldiers of 
Germany and Austria.

If the Republicans are not lying 


they should get In behind President 
Wilson and make his election unani- 
mous.

sue of the present moment Is pre- 
paredness. Mr. Wilson Is the foremost 
exponent of preparedness. 


Last December he thrilled the na- 


tion by pointing out the imperative 
necessity of putting the country into 
a positive of defense. He explained 
that not an hour should be lost in 
beginning the work and pushing it 
until the safety of the country was 
assured. 
As some of the Congress- 


men from the West and South were 
.apathetic he resorted to the very ex- 
ceptional step of going 
to several 


points in the Middle West and speak- 
ing with great earnestness and force 
and effectiveness in support of his 
declaration that the country should 
increase its armaments to meet pres- 
ent conditions. He did not extend 
his tour because he could not be ab- 
sent from Washington long, but he 
spoke 
in 
many 
cities, and 
his 


speeches were universally 
printed 


and read. 


The admirable plan for increasing 


the army which Secretary Garrison 
urged met with very serious oppo- 
sition in Congress. 
There was a 


willingness in Congress to do some- 
thing, but not the particular thing 
that the Secretary believed to be the 
best. 
The President was so anxious 


to get something done that he was 
willing to agree to the plan favored 
in Congress rather than have time 
lost by a -deadlock between Congress 
and the administration. 


So long as Mexican troubles were 


internal we had no right to interfere 
between the factions, aiding one at 
the expense of another. 
But when 


armed Mexicans rode across the bor- 
der and attacked an American town 
the President gave the army a free 
hand, and presently a force of 12.- 
000 or 15.000 soldiers was in Mexico 
pursuing the Villa bandits into their

of the 
mails, is a sharp 
reminder 


that the allies would do well to con- 
sider whether the advantage gained 
by riffling of mails is worth the loss 
of the friendship and sympathy of 
the United States. 
Although 
France is included 
in 


the note of protest, it is well known 
that Great Britain is the 
real of- 


fender. 
The 
impudence and 
arrogance 


with which Great 
Britain 
compels 


neutral 
vessels 
to 
enter 
British 


waters, and then, under pretense of 
having acquired jurisdiction 
over 


them, violates the mails, is one of 
the mysteries of the war. It is so 
flagrantly 
unlawful, so outrageous 


in violation of private 
and 
public 


rights, that the offender cannot fail 
to know that retaliation will follow 
in some form or other. If an Amer- 
ican administration should be so un- 
neutral or so timid as to fail to call 
the offender to account, another ad- 
ministration would more than make 
up for the delinquency. 
The extent of British violations of 


American commercial rights is now 
very great, much greater than

The system includes supervision of 
the mails to and from this country; 
the rupture of charters and the tak- 
ing over of American-owned steam- 
ships for British use; the destruction 
of perishable cargoes without com- 
pensation;

dinavia or even South America with-

from 


Great Britain; tha establishment in 
this country of a system 
of 
super- 


vision of outbound 
American com- 


merce, whereby 
only commodities 


acceptable to Great Britain may be 
exported; the interception of trade 
correspondence and the delivery of 
this information to British traders, 
who are thus enabled 
to supplant. 


American traders; and the prohibi- 
tion of export of Red Cross supplies 
for the sick and wounded soldiers of 
Germany and Austria. 


The question now is whether the 


point of toleration has been reached, 
and whether Great Britain will re- 
alize that it has reached the danger 
line in its relations with this govern- 
ment. The probable outcome of the 
latest protest is an ostensible com- 
pliance with the most imperative of 
the American demands, accompanied

During this time our exports have 


increased over one-half, and our im- 
ports over one-third. 


iln 1904 the principal articles of 


export were tools, machinery, staple 
cotton cloth, flour, 
kerosene 
and 


lumber. 
All of these articles have 


decreased, except the cotton cloth, 
and other articles have taken their 
places, such as breadstuffs, iron and 
steel, and manufacturers of iron and 
steel, meat and dairy products, and 
mineral oils. 


In the last twelve years we have 


added many new articles to trade, 
such as the macaroni weed, which is 
grown in the western part of 
our 


country. 
In the past ten years the 


production of plantation rubber has 
grown to such an extent that it has 
become an article of much import- 
ance in trade. 


We are manufacturing our 
own 


dyes, our own nitrates, which 
are 


used largely for antiseptic purposes, 
and in the manufacture of medicine 
and gun-powder. 
We weave and dye 


our own silks.

that she ia following a new fashion 
because for the first time in the his- 
tory of the country the world's great 
auction sales of furs are being held 
in the United States. Because of the 
increasing scarcity 
of 
materials 


from which paper is made, it is very 
probably that the South will erect a 
large paper plant for the manuufac- 
ture of paper and alcohol from cot- 
ton stalks. Gradually, though hard- 
ly conscious Of it, we are winning in- 
dustrial independence from Europe. 


In reviewing the

trade we find several different fac- 
tors that have made the distribution 
of these products much easier. One 
of the chief of these is the building 
of good roads.

have been constructed there, Birmi- 
ngham, Ala., has come to be called 
he Pittsburgh of the South.

ast two years on account

war, the wheat belt

The progress of the entire world 


depends to a certain extent upon sci- 
ence.

But in the last century 
there 
has 


been more progress in applied sci- 
ence than during all of the preced- 
ing centuries. 
And, perhaps, 
no 


part of the last century has 
been 


more fruitful than the period mark- 
ed 'by the last twelve years. 


First, we shall give our attention 


to the skill of the engineer, to whom 
we are much indebted for our com- 
fort, especially in travel. 


In the United States a number of 


railway bridges continue to be re- 
placed by stronger structure design- 
ed to carry the much heavier loads 
of modern trains. A record break- 
:ng bridge was begun across 
the 


Ohio river at Metropolis in 1914, 
which is 3254 feet long, and has one 
span 723 feet, the longest 
simple 


truss span in existence. 


The railways have "been progr«ss- 


ng rapidly, and 
new roads 
have 


been Duilt. 
The most 
important 


railway work now going on is un- 
der the direction of the government. 
The Alaskan Engineering 
Commis- 


sion was appointed to build in Alas-

The European war lias shown the 


great engineering skill that was Ubed 
in manufacturing guns and ammu- 
nition. 
The largest guns ever con- 


structed are being used in the pres- 
ent war. 


Next, among the most notable de- 


velopments that attract our 
atten- 


tion are the various forms of 
air 


craft, because of their extensive use 
in the 
present war. 
The 
firsl 


achievement of the aeroplane in the 
form of sustained flight, with pow- 
er to rise and descend without mis- 
hap, was in 1906 when one of the 
Wright brothers remained in 
the 


air thirty-eight minutes and 
three 


seconds, making a circular flight of 
twenty-four and one-half miles. Now 
aeronauts are able to stay in the air 
for twenty-one hours making a cir- 
cular flight of six hundred eighteen 
miles. 


Unquestionably the highest devel- 


opment in lighter than air machines 
is found in the Zeppelins. Here we 
find the luxuriously eo";"iecl 
cars 


extending along the several hundred 
feet beneath the superstructure of 
aluminum and steel, inside of which 
is contained a series of ten to eigh- 
teen separate bags, any three or six 
of which may be deflected without 
causing the craft to descend. Obser- 
vation and firing can be carried on 
above the machine as well as below. 
The size of the machines has 
in- 


creased until now thirty persons are 
quite comfortably carried, and the 
duration of flight has attained the 
startling figure of thirty-five hours. 


There are also the 
flying 
boats 


which are designed to arise from and 
alight upon the water. 
They are 


capable of speeds upward of sixty 
miles an hour, and can maneuver 
around the 
highest 
speed 
motor 
boats. 


The submarines recently invented 


have already been extensively used 
in the present war. The Germans 
say that they are constructing a sub- 
marine boat that will escape through 
the English blockade, and will ar- 
rive in New Yorjf harbor with a load 
of dyes. If this can be accomplish- 
ed, it will prove the use of subma- 
rines for commercial enterprise 
as 


well as in war. 


Few departments of human

fort can show greater achievements 
than can that of applied science. It 
has made its contributions to health, 
to the convenience and pleasure of 
travel, to the general resources of 
mart by reclaiming arid land, 
and 


Increasing fertility, to the welfare of 
women by reducing the drudgery of

home. 


And as we look Into the future, we 
can only wonder what science may 
be able to accomplish that

Would Enable Germany to Ship Some 


Chemicals and Jewels Here Without 
Fear of English Interference -May 
Alee Carry Passengers if First Trlpa 
Are Suoocseful. 


The establishment of a transatlantic 


service between New York and Ger- 
many, to be carried on by giant sub- 
marines, is a possibility of the near 
future. This was the announcement 
of a prominent New York shipping 
man who has just returned from Ham- 
burg. For obvious reasons his name 
cannot be used. 


These great submersible "liners" are 


the largest undersea boats that have 
left Germany. They have been di- 
verted from the purposes of war and 
will be classed as commercial vessels 
only, according to the information ob- 
tained. Germany's object in this- is to 
break the British blockade and also 
to re-establish a regular mail service 
between the two countries. 


"Wearied by continuous Interference 


with malls, the German government 
has decided to try this method of 
transporting letters to America and 
also small but valuable cargoes of 
chemicals which it is now impossible 
to export because of the British block- 
ade," said this man. "Some of these 
chemicals are now worth many times 
the original value, and the delivery of 
even a small quantity would pay a 
big profit 


"These supersubmersibles, 450 feet 


long, with a surface speed of fourteen 
knots, will be regarded as merchant- 
men, by the Berlin government They 
will be armed 'for defense only,1 and It 
is expected they will receive the same 
treatment from this government as the 
merchant vessels of the allied nations 
which, have entered and cleared Ameri- 
can ports armed for defensive purposes. 


May Carry Passengers. 


"As commerce destroyers the big un- 


dersea craft carry eighteen or twen- 
ty torpedoes, but as mall boats they 
will have no torpedoes or tubes. The 
only armament will be two small guns 
in the conning tower to be used for de- 
fense. The space thus made available 
through the absence of torpedoes wm 
be used for malls and valuable mer- 
chandise. 


"If the Initial voyages are successful 


It is probable that a small number of 
passengers will be carried*. Assured 
that the passage would not be Inter- 
fered with by the British, there aift 
many persons who would pay a large 
amount for transportation across the 
Atlantic at this time. As many as ten 
passengers could be carried by the big; 
submarines." 


' The Questionfpf Fuel. 


Capable of carrying enough oil to 


propel them 0,000 miles, the new trans, 
atlantie submarines would be able tw 
make a round trip If necessary, It was 
said, without taking fuel here. If they 
were regarded as merchantmen!;, how- 
ever, It is believed there would be no 
objection to their taking- fuel and sup- 
plies at an American port at any time. 


If a speed of fourteen knots were 


maintained the German engineers fig- 
ure that the voyage from Bremerhaven 
to New York would be made in just 
under ten days. They do not expect 
however, to accomplish the first roy- 
ages in less than twelve days. 


A description of the new "undersea 


liners" will give an Idea of then* capa- 
bilities. With a length of 450 feet the 
vessels will have a beam of 40 feet and 
there will be a "superimposed deck" 
which will give additional space for 
living quarters and In which there will 
be staterooms with ports. Above will 
be the conning tower, the bridge of 
which will be thirty feet above the nor- 
mal water line. There will be a crew 
of fifty to sixty men. 


Value of Line to Germany. 


"We cannot overestimate its value to 


Germany if this idea can be put 
through," said a German shipping man 
recently. "It will not only effectively 
break the British blockade, but make 
the delivery of German mails not only 
possible, but regular. Also there would 
be the moral effect of knowing that 
Germany had armed ships for defense 
only and would not attempt to de- 
stroy enemy merchantmen unneces- 
sarily wtth these transatlantic sub- 
marines." 


An indication of the great value of 


oven a small cargo carried by the 
transatlantic submarines may be had 
through the following figures: The 
German chemical bomatroplne hydro- 
bromide is now worth $148.50 an ounce, 
or $2,376 a pound, more than three 
times Its value two yean ago. In the 
case of atropine It has advanced to |00 
an ounce, or $1,440 a pound, about 
forty times Its* former normal value. 


It ia believed by German shipping 


men that the freight money on a cargo 
of such valuable commodities would 
be enough practically to cover the ex- 
pense of the voyage. There are other 
small but valuable articles which could 
be Included at great profit In the mani- 
fests of the submarine "linen."

Measuring Electricity. 


The terms volt, ampere, ohm, watt 


and farad, met with in works on elec- 
tricity, mean very little to mo^people. 
The volt Is the unit of electrical pres- 
sure, the ampere the unit of current 
strength, the ohm the unit of resist- 
ance, the watt the unit of electric pow- 
er, and the least of all known, farad, 
the unit of electrical capacity. 


Current strength Is determined by di- 


viding tbe pressure by the strength; 
thus the number of amperes of current 
strength Is equal to the number of volts 
divided by the number of ohms. The 
watt Indicates the amount of electric 
energy being used when an ampere of 
current is flowing under a pressure of 
one volt. However, the term kilowatt 
or 1,000 watts, is more generally used. 
The unit of electrical capacity, the 
farad, will contain one ampere of cur- 
rent at one volt pressure for one second 
of time. The farad is divided into a 
million equal parts, each part termed 
the microfarad, and this Is the term 
most used in stating electrical capacity.

the world Is that at Nara. the ancient 
capital of Japan. It was founded In the 
year 756 A. D.. and all the articles 
therein are of an earlier date, for, al- 
though Nara has gone through all the 
vicissitudes of the empire, not one new 
article has been added to the collec- 
tion. The museum Is in safe and care- 
ful custody, and Its doors are opened 
only once every year. On that day a 
committee goes over the collection, tab- 
ulates it and compares the list with 
those made previously. The 3,000 ar- 
ticles in the collection are of lacquer 
ware, decorative furniture, enamel 
ware, cambric-like fabrics and of other 
kinds and are among the very finest 
of their species that the world has pro- 
duced. Some come from China and 
some from Korea, but most of them 
appear to have been brought from lands 
further afield.
